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1 . The amendment filed 18 June 2007 will not be entered because they raise new 
issues that would require further consideration and search. The new limitation added to 
the claims that the tire is inspected while rotating was not previously claimed and would 
require consideration and search. 

2. The remarks accompanying the amendment argue, among other things, that the 
cited Mian et al reference is "silent as to whether the tire 1 1o shown in its tread 
measuring apparatus of Fig., 15 is rotated while it is being scanned". It is noted that the 
general system of Mian et al can be used "while the wheel js stationary or in motion" 
[column 3, lines 49-50, emphasis added], which appears to at least suggest that the tire 
in figure 15 be measured while the wheel is being rotated; this illustrates that the added 
limitations do not clearly make the claim allowable but would require additional 
consideration. 

3. It is further noted that the remarks filed 18 June 2007 suggest that the operation 
of the Wada reference required the movement of the measuring head 7 "towards the tire 
4 until stoppers 21 contact the tire" [remarks, page 6, lines 13-17]. It is noted that the 
device of the Wada et al reference measures more than one aspect of the tire; the 
portion of the Wada reference referred to in the remarks relate to the measurement of 
radial runout (RRO), while the final rejection refers to the measurement of the tread 
(finale rejection, page 4, lines 3-5); note that the tread measurement (as opposed to the 
RRO measurement) is disclosed as being done "without contacting the tire" (column 3, 
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line 39). Again, this raises sufficient question as to the argued allowability of the claims 
as proposed to be amended that further consideration would be required.
